I, GENERAL 

( 0 rite E nployees’ Stale Insurance Corporation was set up in October 1948 Linder the Employees’ State Insurance Act. 1948. 
The Act, as amended by the Employees’ State Insurance (Amendment) Acts of 1951 and 1966, applies to all fact ones, other than seasonal 
factories, which use power and where 20 or more persons arc employed oi weie employed foi wages The Act can be extended to any 
other establishment or class of establishments — industrial, comniecial, agricultural or other wit e. 

(b) During 1968-69 the provisions of the Act weie extended to 690 factoncs, coveting 16150 employees. 1 he number of factories 
covered by the Act on Sits March, 1969 was 19210 (17736 in implemented areas and 1474 in non-implements d mens) having 40 '40 lakh 
employees including 34 49 lakh employees in implemented areas.

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(b) The Corporation has advanced Rs. H '70 lakhs during March, 1965 to 1968 to Government of Kerala for construction 
of dispensaries in Cannanort, Kalathin Kunnu, Cbjelaveer, Kalaveer and Dharmodum. The Corporation had also advanced Rs. 3 -81 
lakhs to Improvement Trusts of Jaipur and Jodhpipr and municipal committees of Beawar and Kota during January, 1967 to January. 
19 69 for purchase of land for constructing administrative buildings. Possession of land at Jaipur and Beawar had not been obtained 
(December, 1969). 

By July, 1969 the projects had cither been abandoned or the work on them suspended for want of funds.
